In an effort to deal fairly wi tli any request requiring 
the retrieval, processing and duplication of documents, each 
request is t»eing handled in chronological order based on the 
date of receipt. Please be assured that your request Is being 
handled as ecjuitably as possible and tliat all documents which 
can be released will be made available at the earliest possible 
date .
